This use of and, however, differs somewhat 
from the preposition with, being better adapted 
to exhibit the parity of relation in the two terms 
connected. 

As the primary use of all the particles, from the 
nature of the case, is to modify words or ideas, 
and not to express the affections of whole propo. 
sitions, the above is to be regarded as the prima. 
ry and original use of and. 

2. Asa proper conjunction, connecting full 
sentences, and that in the simplest and most gen- 
eral manner ; as 

“The sun shines, and the air is mild.” 

Here one sentence or clause is enlarge or ex- 
tended by the addition of another sentence or 
clause, both clauses being co-ordinate or alike ex- 
pressing actual Judgments of the mind. The 
two clauses may be allied to each other in space, 
as in description, or in time, a8 in narrative; yet 
they have no internal or immediate relation to 
each other, but only a common relation toa third

MARTIN LUTHER'S ACTIVITY. 

The foliowing facts, from Prof. Stowe’s article 
in the Biblical Repository on the writings of Lu- 
ther, show the activity of this wonderful man. 

From 1517 to 1526, the first ten years of the 
Reformation, the number of his publications was 
three hundred ; from 1527 to 1536, the second 
decade, the number was two hundred and thirty. 
two ; and from 1537 to 1546, the year of his death, 
the number was one hundred and eighty-three, 
His first book was published in November 1517, 
and he died in February, 1546—an interval of 
29 years and 4 months. In this time he publish- 
ed seven hundred and fifteen volumes—an aver- 
age of more than twenty-five a year, or oncea 
fortnight of his public life. He did not go througly 
the manual Jabor of all this writing, it is true, for 
many of his published works were taken down 
from his lips by his friends; and itis also true, 
that several of the volumes were small enough in

in 1840, declaring it inexpedient to permit colored persons 
to give testimony in church trials, and finally one of their 
Bishops was accused of holding slaves. ‘These subjects all 
came up fur consideration before the Conference, bat under 
very different circumstances from anything that ever came 
before that body. In 1840, a majority of the delegates 
voted that colored members of the church were not 
fit to testify inechurch trials; bat in 1844, the anti-slavery 
sentiment became so strong that the South was rendered 
perfectly powerless on every question touching the subject 
of slavery. 

The first question that tested the feelings of the Confer. 
ence was the case of Francis A. Harding, it being an ap. 
peal from the decision of the Baltimore Conference, where 
he had been suspended fur having become a slaveholder by 
marriage, He was defended on the ground that the laws 
of Maryland prohibited emancipation, and consequently 
that the Discipline did not require it. The North were 
nearly unanimous in confirming the decision of the Balti- 
more Conference, to the surprise and chagrin of the South. 
ern delegation, who were confident that the Baltimore de- 
cision was wrong, and were sanguine in their anticipations 
of a reversal of that decision. 

The next, and the most important case was that of Bishop 
Andrew. This case, although not brought before the Con. 
ference until the first one was disposed of, was the subject 
of private conversation from the beginning. Bishop An. 
drew was the owner of a slave, which, as he stated in a 
written communication to the Conference, had been plac- 
ed in his care by his sister, while the slave was but a child, 
with the understanding that he was to send her to Liberia, 
when she arrived at the age of 19. On arriving at that

These slaves, by the 
laws, became the property of the Bishop on his marriage, 
and in order to clear himself from the sin of slaveholding, 
he hed secured them to his wife by a deed of trust. These we 
believe were the circumstances under which a resolution 
was introduced into the Conference requesting Bishop An. 
drew to suspend the functions of a bishop till he had extri- 
cated himself entirely from all connexion with slavery.— 
The resolution was a fearful one for the future peace of 
the church, and measures were adopted, to avoid the threat.

| member right, introduced a resolution to appoint a com. 
| mittee of six, three from the North, and three from the 
South, to confer with the bishops, and if possible fix upon 
some plan to maintain peace. The committee was ap- 
pointed, and the Conference adjourned for half a day, for 
the purpose of giving them an opportunity to meet. This 
commitiee reported, bat with no good result. The Con. 
ference was dissatisfied, and the committee were dischar- 
ged. The debate on the resolution was continued about 
two weeks. The North maintained that the adoption of 
this resolution was the only thing that could preserve the 
church in the aon-slaveholding states from destruction ; 
while the South declared that it would be the very means 
by which she would be rent intwain. The bishops inter- 
posed and requested that further action be postponed till 
the meeting of the Conference in 1848. This was object. 
ed to, both parties being opposed to the measure, and it 
was abandoned. The final vote on the resolution was at 
last taken, and adopted bya large majority. The South 
then prepaged a Protest, which was entered on the Jour. 
nal, and also referred to a committee of three. This com. 
mittee submitted a reply, which was also entered on the 


Journal, 

The next question was that in relation to colored persons 
testifying in cases where such testimony is not allowed in 
civil courts. There was but little debate on this point, for 
the South had been foiled in every attempt thus far, and 
the obnoxious measure was repealed by a large majority. 

We have been thus particular in stating the result of the 
deliberations of the General Conference, inasmuch as they 
were unusual in that body, and threatened the existence 
of the Methodist Episcopal church. It was the prevailing 
opinion, we believe, that the church would separate, and 
form two independent bodies; but they adjourned to meet 
again in Pittsburg in 1848. The Southern delegation ap. 
peared to be contented to leave the matter in the hands of 
their Conferences, to be disposed of as they may think 
proper. Some very indignant resolutions will, undoubt-. 
edly, be adopted by them, but we think the prospect of a 
separation in the church is as remote as ever. The South 
as well as the North, will, without doubt, be represented 
in the next General Conference.
